Los Angeles County Supervisor Gloria Molina said Friday that she plans to challenge City Councilman 
Jose Huizar in next year's election, dramatically rearranging a contest that looked like an easy one for 
the incumbent.. 

With less than three months before she is termed-out after serving more than two decades as a 
supervisor, Molina said she isn't ready to end her work as a public servant. The 66-year-old said she 
was concerned about the level of city services being provided in parts of Huizar's district, which 
stretches from Boyle Heights to Eagle Rock. She also voiced alarm over the lack of women politicians at 
City Hall. 

"I am concerned that there is only one woman on the [15-member] City Council," said Molina, who had 
served on the council from 1987 to 1991. "When I left, that wasn't the case at all." 

Molina, who spent nearly three decades living in Mt. Washington, said she moved into Huizar's district - 
a requirement for candidates seeking the seat - a few weeks ago. She has separated from her 
husband, business consultant Ron Martinez, and purchased a three-bedroom home in El Sereno. She 
also has hired political consultant Fred Register for her campaign. 

Huizar, a councilman for the last nine years, is expected to be a formidable candidate. Last month, he 
reported that he has raised more than $648,000 for his campaign and has drawn support from business 
and union leaders. Unlike some incumbents at City Hall, he is used to facing reelection challenges. 

In 2007, he defeated one of his former aides, Alvin Parra. Four years later, he beat back a challenge 
from businessman Rudy Martinez, a former friend of Huizar's turned fierce critic. 

Molina's candidacy "automatically makes the race more competitive, there’s no question about that," 
said Jaime Regalado, emeritus professor of political science at Cal State Los Angeles. "Jose is very 
close to [Council President Herb] Wesson, so it will be a battle royale if it plays out. My goodness, this 
kind of floors me." 

Molina has been a major presence on the Eastside over the last 23 years, representing a district that 
stretches from East L.A. to Claremont. During a lunchtime interview in El Sereno, Molina said she was 
concerned about the financial health of the city. She also argued that parts of Huizar's district, 
particularly Boyle Heights, have not received enough attention from city officials. 

That difference can be seen, she said, when driving from the East L.A. section of her district into the 
Boyle Heights section of Huizar's. 

"There&#39;s a lot that needs to change," she said.

Huizar spokesman Rick Coca responded with a statement from the councilman touting his work in the 
district, which includes El Sereno, part of Highland Park and most of downtown. 

“From revitalizing Broadway and helping create thousands of jobs downtown, to building new parks, to 
championing groundbreaking pedestrian, bike and business friendly policies that are the model for the 
entire city, the service to Council District 14 constituents has never been higher and I look forward to 
continuing to serve as their councilmember for the next four years," Huizar said. 

Two other people have already announced plans to run for Huizar's seat: Boyle Heights resident Nadine 
Diaz and Alex San Martin, an advocate for the disabled who lives downtown. Both have raised a tiny 
fraction of the amount collected by Huizar, according to Ethics Commission reports for the fundraising 
period that ended June 30. 

Molina was elected to the state Assembly, joining the Legislature in 1982. Five years later, she became 
a member of the City Council and served one term. She has spent the last 23 years on the Board of 
Supervisors. 

In recent months, Huizar has been fending off a sexual harassment lawsuit filed by Francine Godoy, a 
former aide. Godoy said Huizar punished her for refusing to provide sexual favors. Huizar said Godoy's 
claims are false. Trial is set for November. 

Molina said any payment by the city to settle that case could become an issue. She would not address 
the matter further. "I’m not running on his scandal stuff, which would be easier. That’s his issue and he’s 
gonna have to deal with it," he said.

It has been a difficult task for the multi-agency 
taskforce, but the process to clean the brush clearance, trash and homeless encampments starting from 
Avenue 43 to the Bridewell Island is moving forward. 

So far we have removed and cleared ten encampments at Debs Park, and ten encampments at the 
Bridwell Islands. The Bureau of Sanitation is removing an estimated 50 to 60 tons of refuse from the 
area. Although we share the Arroyo Seco with CD14, my staff has coordinated efforts in order to make 
sure that we are able to complete the enormous task at hand for a community of interest -The Arroyo 
Seco. 

I want to thank the multi-agency taskforce of LAHSA, LAPD, LAFD, DOT, Sanitation, the Watershed 
Hazmat Team and the Park Rangers for all of their continued hard work to make the Arroyo Seco safe 
and to protect our environment. We will continue our clean ups and offer assistance to the homeless in 
the Arroyo Seco and throughout the First District.

A 57 year-old resident of Cerritos figured in a fatal bicycle accident that occurred along Figueroa Blvd. in 
Eagle Rock at dusk early last week. 

Edgardo Gabat, a professional cyclist and an engineer by profession, was first pronounced brain dead 
and finally passed away after admission to an area hospital in Eagle Rock. 

Reports said that Gabat was with a group of Filipino cyclists who called themselves “Adobo Belo” during 
that fateful evening in Eagle Rock. 
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The group was cruising along Figueroa Boulevard just after sunset when Gabat’s front tire hit a stone 
that caused his bike to twist sending the victim off the ground and in the process hit the back of his head 
on the concrete his helmet notwithstanding. 

Reports said Gabat, somehow, was still responding when his companions came to his aid before calling 
911. However, his condition took turn for the worst upon his arrival in the hospital. 

Louie Jamir, a fellow professional biker in his early 60s who lives in Placentia but who did not ride with 
the group that day, said, “Edgar has ridden at least five 200-mile cruises in just a two-year period which 
is considered quite above average and more on the aggressive side by our standard.” The dead cyclist’s 
wife confided to a family friend that her husband was really not keen in joining his group that particular 
evening but the same somehow persisted because they have two guest riders on that occasion. 

Viewings for the body of the late cyclist were held in a funeral parlor in Pasadena where most of his 
siblings reside. Final interment took place at Rose Hills Cemetery.
